30 April 1963 


1. At the Executive Comm ittee Meetin g this morning John Bross announced 
that Bob Amory had told him that^^^^l was looking into the intelligence 
community budgets for the President's Board. General Carter said no one in the 25X1 A 
Agency had heard anything about this and asked John to find out more about it.
